Skating the Gift of Cktiatmaa 
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Westglen students learn about Renaissance

Grade 8 students from 
Westglen School took 
part in a Renaissance 
fair on Dec. 16 describ¬ 
ing to evaluators what 
they learned about the 
time period between the 
14th and 17th centuries.

explained Connie Visser, 
a Grade 8 social studies 


teacher at the school. 

Part of the assign¬ 
ment for students was to 
research how the topic 
they chose influenced 
the time period. 

“They were real¬ 
ly engaged in their 
research," Visser said. 

Julie Christianson 
researched the mores of 
marriage and table eti¬ 
quette. 

“I found that when eat¬ 
ing, (people) never used 


forks. They just used 
knives and spoons,” she 
said, adding that people 
always washed their 
hands in front of others 
before eating a meal so 
that others could deter¬ 
mine the eater’s hands 
were clean. 

Christianson said it 


was also commonplace 
for parents to choose 
mates for their children. 
She chose the topic 
because she was inter¬ 
ested to find out more 
about manners and eti¬ 
quette and wanted to 
learn about how mar¬ 
riage worked in a social 
context. 

Zinnia Jamieson did 
a project on withcraft, 
and found that women
